Audience, He Asserte—Cites 
Caruso’s Experience. 





Otte H. Kahn, President of the Met- 
ropolitan Opera Company, issued a twen- 
ty-four page pamphlet yesterday dealing 
with several of the problems that face 
the Metropolitan and replying to the 
charge that the organization does not 
favor American singers and composers 
and to the criticism that it fails to 
cause opera to be sung in English. 

g that opera was untranslata- 
ble, Mr, ‘Kahn told interestingly of ef- 
forts to coach Caruso to sing opera in 
German. That magnificent singer riot 
only .failed to master German pronun- 
ciation, Mr. Kahn ‘said, but lost ‘most 
of his vocal quality when he attempted 
such Teutonic idioms as he had learned 
by heart. 

Pointing out that the Metropolitan now 
has thirty Americans among its singers, 
'Mr.-Kahn brushed aside the charge of 
‘favoring foreign at the expense of native 
talent, As to “American opera, he ‘sald 
‘that the Metropolitan was not at’ fault 
in failing to produce it, but that Amer- 
ican composers had so far not succeeded 
in writing serious performances which 
the opera-going publite would support, 
Denying a tale that he had sought: to: 
inspire the writing of.-American sone 
opera, Mr, Kahn said that he bad 8 
gested to Rerlin, George Gerah- 
win, Jerome Kern and others ‘that they 
turn their attention to producing Amer- 


tan opera.

Other being per thé Met- 
ropolitan gives the preference to Amer- 
joan artists, Mr. Kahn said. } 

“The Metropolitan Opera Company 
does not believe itself called on to lower 
its ‘standards for the sake of proving 
its *Americaénism’,’’ he added. Denying 
another courit "of the samé ‘charge, ‘to 
the: effect that~ the: Metropolitan Pe 
lowér salaries to Améritans, Mr. Kahn 
mentioned incidentally that, during the 
last’ “few. Years of her engagement, 
Geraldine Farrer received a higher sal- 
ary. than that “peing paid to any other 
woman singer. 

Nine operas and. one ballet by Ameri- 
can composers have been produced un- 
der the management of the Italian 
Gatti-Casazza, Mr. Kahn said, while not 
a single work by an American composer 
was produced by his American prede- 
cessor: Under ‘the American Grau 
régime chere were only seven American 
singers on the list of Metropolitan per- 
formers, he said, as against thirty to- 
day. On the subject of American opera, 
Mr. Kahn continued: 

“It is no fault of the Metropolitan 
that no opera by. an American composer, 
though no pains were spared in the re- 
hearsal and production of such works 
by the Metropolitan management, hag 
as yet suceeded in holding the interest 
of the public sufficiently to be included 
in the permanent repertoire. It. is 
neither publicists, nor managers, but the

Mr. Kahn proceeded, to argue that the 
Metropolitan coulq only engage those 
who are finished artists already and

named borough generally boosted their 
prices overnight. Stove coal in Brook-~- 
lyn, where it could be. obtained at all, 
“was quoted at $22.50, and even as high 
as $23.50 a ton, while other domestic 
sizes went up in proportion. .These 
‘prices ‘were ‘for the day only.’””. What 
the: prices would be twenty-four hours 
or a week later the dealers refused to

$22.50 a ton, an increase of 60 cents over 
the price for the preceding day. ' The 
egg size was also quoted at $22.50, hav- 
ing risen over night from $20. 

The Putnam Coal..and Ice Company; 
12° Buffalo Avenue, had stove coal at 
$22.50 and egg &t $22. This was an in- 
crease, respectively, of 50 cents. and 
$1.50 within twenty-four hours, and the 
prices quoted were “for today only.’* 

“The only buying of coal that we havé 
been able to do,’’ said an official of the 
Putnam Coal and Coke Company, an- 
other retail concern, “has been from 
speculators, people who stocked up for a 
rise and who are now, of course, collect- 
ing on their investment if they can. To- 
day I was offered a barge of stove coal 
at $23.50 a ton, and I turned it down. 
That means that we have no:more stove 
coal. The trouble with the Coal Com- 
mission is that it is composed of: men 
who. do not know what the situation ts. 
How can We come anywhere near a $16 
figure as a ‘fair price’. when the only 
coal on the market is offered us at 
$23.50 a ton?’’

He fs hélieved to intend 
to provide for amortization out of taxa- 
tion, certain categories. of taxes being 
specially devoted to this purpose. 
Herriot Inclines to Capital Levy. 


The second plan whichis before the 
country. is for a capital levy in a more 
or less disguised form. Today in his 
opening speech at Nice Herriot, in some- 
what veiled language, hinted at the 
necessity for this measure. If he is 
really for a capital levy and the Radical 
Party is behind him, then fusion with 
the Socialists,on a financial program 
will be the inevitable result, and Cail- 
laux's conservative plan probably will be 
rejected when he asks for an. increase 
of .the Bank of France circulation. 
Herriot, however, was not clear or em- 
phatic In his statement and, though he 
ig considered by many to have shown an.

INSISTS THIEF BE CAUGHT 


Prosecutor Again Declares That No 
Promise of immunity Was 
Made to Any One. 


The search for the thief who stole and nie 


then returned $683,000 in gems belong-~ 
ing to Mrs. James P. Donahue, daugh- 
ter of the late F. W. Woolworth, con- 
tinued yesterday without success. The 
gems were turned over. to Chief Assist- 
ant District Attorney Ferdinand Pecora 
on Tuesday by Noel CC: Scaffa, ‘private 
detective, who got them through an 
intermediary. 

Mr. Pecora has said that he would 
give Scaffa a week in which to lead the 
police under Inspector John D. Cough- 
lin to the actual robber. It was reported 
yesterday that $50,000 had been paid in 
the recovery of the pearls and other 
jewels. Mr. Pecora said that the Don- 
ahue family had not paid a cent in 
obtaining the return, but he would net: 
comment when he was asked if thé’ 
insurance companies had paid, 

The assistant prosecutor, who pledged 
himself, the Donahues and the police to 
secrecy on Scaffa’s story of the: regain- 
ing of the gems, explained why he had 
taken that step. 

“I understand the desire of the Public 
to know the details,’ he said, ‘‘but it 
would be unwise now to disclose them: 
I do not wish to say or do anything that 
might be construed by those engaged in 
the search for the sneak thief ag some- 
thing that hindered them in the hunt. 
I do not wish to give an alibi to any- 
body. 

“While I can readily understand why 
it might be the primary purpose of those 
responsible for loss through the insur- 
ance of the jewels to seek to minimize 
the loss az much as possible, it is the 
primary purpose of this office to appre- 
hend and punish the thief or. anybody 
who may have criminally received them 
before their return,’’
